There in the Golden Horn float- j 
ed a fleet of “ men of w a r” manned I 
by the ferocious bandit sailors 
of 
the North. 
The fleet resembled those that in 
the ear; est ages had sailed the Sea J fhom a 
of M armora. 
For three years it had 
f sn 
cruised the Black Sea and now it had 
succeeded in slipping past 
the w ar 
galleys of the empire. It was compos­ 
ed of some two hundred boats, each 
built according to the fancy of its 
commander. 
The general plan was to 
use the trunk of a large tree for

keel and on each side of it lash logs, 
thus giving an alm ost flat bottomed 
craft about sixty feet long by twelve 
feet wide.

There in the Golden Horn float­ 
ed a fleet of “ men of war" manned 
by the

The fleet resembled those that in 
the earliest ages had sailed the Sea 
of Marmora. 
For three years it had 
eruised the Black Sea ami now it had 
aueceeded in slipping past 
the war 
galleys of the empire. It was com pos­ 
ed of some two hundred boats, each 
built according to the fancy of its 
commander.

The total m ileage of Lincoln high­ 
way is 3,323, and at the end of 1919 
there were 2,538 miles improved. 
Som ething less than one thousand 
miles of Lincoln highway 
still 
re­ 
mains to be properly improved to an 
adequate 
standard.
